The fire bug again made his appear- 
ance Saturday morning about 2 o'clock 
when fire was agnin discovered in the 
Fred FilBtrom ice house, a building 
which had been fired once before and 
which was saved only through hnrd 
work by the firemen. An attempt wns 
made on Nov. 3, to burn this same 
building. 

The structure was seved after a difil 
cult fight, damage to about $-100 being 
sustained. 

The John Happ barn also caught fire 
butwaBBaved. Highland Park people 
are very much worried over the fre 
quent fires which are surely of incen- 
diary origin and every effort is being- 
made to locate the culpit who either is 
seeking revenge on somebody or else 
has a mania for building fires. So far 
no clue to the miscreant has been ob- 
tain despite vigilant efforts of the 
police. 

This is the eighth fire to occur since 
August 15th, two of which were losses 
of $1,000 each when ice houses belong- 
ing to Gallagher Brothers and Wm. 
Mills were destroyed respectively on 
August 15 and 16.

Monday afternoon. About fifteen em- 
ployes, all men are missing—presum- 
ably dead. Twenty-five were injured, 
some critically. Twenty-eight have 
been taken to the Jane McAlister hos- 
pital. Ten or more are in cots at the 
emergency hospital at the American 
Steel & Wire company plant Two hun- 
dred firemen risked their lives to save 
the big plant from destruction. 

The dead have been buried under 
hundreds of tons of debris. 

About fifty men were employed in 
the starch house at the time of the ex- 
plosion. The corpse of one man was 
pulled from under the burning debris by 
a Waukegan fireman. 

The dead are cremated in* 
which raged in the ruins of the build- 
ing. The explosion came without any 
warning, and the men had absolutely 
no opportunity to escape from the 
building. 

The men employed in the starch house 
were all Fins and Austrians. Women, 
evidently relatives of the men employ- 
ed in this department, stood with their 
aprons to their eyes. "My God, it's 
horrible," one woman was heard to re- 
mark. "My man works there. I have 
six children" she said. 

The greatest number of those who 
are known to be dead are still in the 
ruins and there is little hope of recov- 
ering many of the bodies because they 
are known to have been cremated. De- 
spite the fact that the fire blazed fierce- 
ly the firemen did their best to rescue 
any of those who may still be alive in 
the ruins. 

A few moments after the explosion 
the whole building was a mass of 
flames from the top to bottom. The 
force of the explosion was so great that 
one man was hurled over one hundred 
feet and landed in the cemetery on top 
of the bluff. Others were blown 
through the windows. ' 

All those who managed to escape 
were badly burned, some so severely 
that it was impossible to recognize 
them. In some instances the flesh was 
completely burned from their faces and 
arms, the skin peeled from, their bodies 
and hung in ghastly strips over their 
bodies. -The clothing was completely 
burned from their bodies in several in- 
stances and the cold win added to the 
excrusiating paid under which they 
were suffering. 

In a remarkably short time scores of 
automobiles were on the scene together 
with both of the Waukegan ambul- 
ances. As fast as the injured men 
staggered or fell out of the doors of 
the burning building they were picked 
up tenderly by rescuers and were plac- 
ed in the waiting ambulances and auto- 
mobiles. Then ensued thrilling races 
with death which have ' never been 
equalled in the city. The machines tore 
down Marion street at 40 or 50 miles an 
hour, the only thought of the drivers 
being to get the injured men to the 
hospital in the shortest possible time. 

The sounnd of the explosion could 
be heard in all parts of the city and' it 
was but a few seconds afterwards that 
the fire alarm' was sent in from the 
National Envelope factory. Then the 
employes of the entire plant rushed out 
and hastened to the scene of. the 
explosion. Because they were bo near 
they were the first to arrive on the 
scene and were able to do much in the 



way of rescuing the victims who were 
near the outside. 

i The hospital apparatus of the wire 
mill was rushed to the scene and the 
victims were drenched in oil and wrap- 
ped in bandages as fast as possible. 
This was merely to ease the pain until 
they could be removed to the hospital. 
Had it not been for this first aid to the 
injured ii is a fact that many more 
would have died. 

Scores of women, many of them with 
babes in their arms crowded about the 
fire as' closely as they could get many 
of them refusing to be driven away. 

With tears streaming down their 
faces they declared that their husbands 
were in the flames. 

Heroic work of the firemen saved the 
plant from destruction. Every pane of 
glass in the plant was broken bu,tthe 
starch house was the only building that 
was razed by the explosiofu 

The starch was destroyed by a simi- 
lar blaze, a year ago, last February. 

The explosion came without warning 
and the men were trapped like rats in a 
trap. Between forty and fifty men 
are known to have been employed in 
the building. The explosion rent the 
building from top to bottom snd in less 
than 5 seconds the entire structure was 
a mass of flames. Only the men who 
were employed on the lower floor es- 
caped. This is the worst explosion the 
Corn Products company has ever suffer- 
ed here despite the fact that the dry 
starch house has blown up several times 
within the last few yeais. 

It is roughly estimated that the 
Ioa8 to the building and machinery ia of 
a valuable nature and is a total loss as 
is the building itself. It is impossible 
to get the exact figures on the loss,|but 
judging from pasr experiences the loss 
will amount to close to the hundred 
thousand dollar mark. 

Superintendent Ebert stated that 
there were six identified dead and that 
he is sure there* are but three victims 
left in the ruins. The latter are: Louis 
Moenopick, 621 Market street, Martin 
Mapuhuick, 914 Market street and Mike 
Bunch. 601 Market street This makas 
a total of nine dead as admitted by the 
superintendent At this time there are 
twenty four men in the pospital injur- 
ed.

Tne seventh body was taken from the 
ruins at 3 o'clock. Searchers found an 
arm about three feet from where the 
corpse was unearthed. The body was 
terribly charred, beyond recognization. 

Tuesday afternoon Mayor Bidinger, 
with Chief O'Farrell o£ Waukegan and 
Chief Insermann of Kenosha and mem- 
bers of the Waukegan and Kenosha fire 
departments went to the refinery to re- 
new the Bearch for the dead. Superin- 
tendent Ebert now admits that there 
are at least two more men in the ruins. 
The searchers went to the refinery 
armed with picks and shovels. Ebert 
haa given the Waukegan fire depart- 
ment permission to search the ruins. 

The last body taken from the ruins 
was burned beyond recognition. 

Martin Hyland, night superintendent 
at the sugar refinery, had both his eyes 
burned out ' He is blind, and there is 
absolutely no chance s of his ever recov- 
ering his sight Hyland entered the 
starch room a few minutes before the 
explosion. 

It ia doubtful whether the bodies of 
the three men will ever be found. It is 
feared that they have been burned to a 
crisp. The ruins will never give up its 
dead, said one employee of the refinery. 



men giving their home at Milwaukee 
and names Walter Lambert and Peter 
Bonenmug, were arrested at Deerfield 
and charged with rifling* a box car on 
the St Paul railroad at that place. 

One of the fellows was nabbed by 
men who had been set to watch the 
cars which, of late have been tampered 
with frequently. The second man made 
good his escape for a time and the 
chase created more excitement than 
Deerfield has had in many a day. He 
was finally run down and landed in 
the village lockup, later, in the night 
being brought to Waukegan to the 
county jail. 

The car which the two men were 
seen to enter, was loaded with mer- 
chandise. The two men claim that the 
seal was broken on the car and that 
they crawled in to steal a ride and not 
merchandise. 

Cars on the St Paul tracks near 
Deerfield have been robbed repeatedly 
of late. Detective Rietz was sent to 
watch the car. He took two men with 
him. Both boys claim they were en- 
route for Chicago where they expected 
to procure work.

She enjoys the confidence of the 12 
other members of the cult N and she 
feels that she has done a good job of 
running the place. 

While she admitted that it might be 
true that a "still small voice" had told 
Prof. Reed to take hold of the Spirit 
Fruit Farm, she said a somewhat simi- 
lar voice had told her that Prof. Reed 
would better stay where he is— at 
Wellesley, Mass.

Plana for Wholeaale Robbery to Ob. 
tain Money to Carry Out Murder- 
ous Designs Are Revealed at 
Trial of Alleged Dynamltera. 

Indianapolis, Nov. 27.— Stories of 
how the McNumaras, after the de- 
struction of tho Times, hatched the 
plots for more extensive violence and 
more despernto deeds than they had 
attempted before were related In fed- 
eral court here Monday by Ortio E. 
McManlgal. 

A plot to destroy the whole city of 
T-iOs Angelos by explosion and fire, to 
make history on the coast date from 
the destruction of that city, Instead 
of from the date of tho San Francis- 
co earthquake, was among those of 
which tho dynamiter told. 

In desperate desire to carry out 
this dynamiting program, If tho execu- 
tive board, as ho feared it would, 
cut off tho money supply. John J. Me- 
Namara was ready to resort to the 
-hold-up" or highway robbery to get 
money, said his former companion, In 

crime. 

How J. J. McNamara sought to get 
McManlgal to go to Panama to blow 
up the canal locks under construc- 
tion by tho McCllntle-Marshall com- 
pany, was another interesting episode 
In tho conspiracy, as related by tho 
dynamiter. 

Tho conversation in which most of 
these plans were disclosed, said tho 
dynamiter, occurred at tho Interna- 
tional headquarters In this city, April 
7, 1911, only Ave days before J. B. 
McNamara and Ortlo McManlgal were 
arrested In Detroit. 

J. J. McNamara while he, (.T. B.) 
and McManlgal were talking, said tho 
witness, remarked that ho had a 
scheme for Los Angeles, the plan be- 
ing to get three or four "good fellows" 
locate tho aqueduct and principal wa- 
ter mains there, and put charges un- 
der them. Then, by using Schmidt's 
device for setting flro to a building 
In several places simultaneously, by 
the use of the clocks, chemicals, 
fuseB and cans, said the dynamiter, 
a number of big fires would be started 
In different places, and with the water 
supply cut off, tho city would bo 
wiped off tho map. 

'I tff not sending McManlgal on a 
rhuntfng trip, said tho witness, McNa- 
mara said ho would send him to 
Panama to blow up tho locks. 
/ McManlgal said ho asked if tho 
•explosive would bo carried all the 
way to Panama but J. J. said it was 
•manufactured down there, and tho 
.dynamiter could steal a whole maga- 
zine and "dump I t Into tho locks.

\ Washington, Nov. 27-Isldor Ray- 
ner. United States senator from Mary- 
land died here Monday of neuritis, 
from which he had been a sufferer 
for five years, following an acute 111. 
ness of six weeks. Mr. Rayner lay in 
a comatose condition for nearly a 
week before passing away. 

Senator Rayner attempted to enter 
actively into the Democratic campaign 
and met Bourko Cockran in Joint de- 
bate at Baltimore late In September. 
The effort exhausted him and ho be- 
.came seriously ill immediately after- 
ward. Before he entered congress ho 
Smd attained a national reputation be- 
cause of his vigorous conduct of the 
late Admiral Schley's case before the 
naval board of Inquiry that lnvestl- 
ga?ed the action of American officer, 
fn tho battle with Admiral Cerveras 

Spanish fleet. 

He was slxty-two years old and 
was bom in Baltimore. He was a 
member cf the lower house of con- 
gross from 1SS6 to 1892. and in 1904 
became senator. 

His death may affect control of the 
senate after March 4. Ho probably 
will bo succeeded by a Republican 
and his vote was counted on to give 
the Democrats one majority. 



Chicago. Nov. 22,-Ralds were .made 
in nearly every section of tho United 
States simultaneously Wednesday by 
postal Inspectors, when a nation-wide 
crusade against doctors, druggists and 
other persons advocating methods 
conducive to race suicide was begun.

London, England, Nov. 25.— Three 
classes of tho Austrian reserves havo 
been called out, says tho Chronicle s 
Vienna correspondent. About 300,000 
men, ho says, have boon massed 
around tho Servian frontier and steady 
preparations aro going forward in 
Gallcla. "It is reported that the Don 
Cossacks have been mobilized and that 
tho Russian authorities aro holding all 
available rolling stock on tho Jlnes 
running to tho Austrian frontier, snys 
a dispatch to tho Dally Mail from 
Vienna. 

London. Nov. 23.-Nazlm Pasha, 
holding by desperate effort the de- 
fense lines of Tachatalja and fighting 
within hlB rapidly dwindling ranks a 
frightful epidemic of cholera, was no- 
tified Thursday by tho government at 
Constantinople that tho Bulgarian pro- 
posals for an amlstlco had been re- 
jected and ordered to resume opera- 
tlons at once. Thus tho Turkish army 
must fight on to a decisive end. 

This note was made public by tne 
porte: 

"Tho porte. finding tho Bulgarian 
conditions for an armUtlce unaccept- 
able, has ordered Nazlm Pasha to re- 
sumo military operations." 

There Is still a strong possibility ^t 
the Bulgarians making an entry Into 
Constantinbple and the powers aro 
again considering action to prevent 
such an eventuality. Franco took the 
Initiative by notifying tho Turkish 
government that she would hold Tur- 
key responsible for any violence 
against Christians. 

Vienna. Nov. 23.— Lieutenant "Wag- 
ner, tho war correspondent of tho 
Relchspost. telegraphed Thursday that 
while at Nlsh ho heard well-nigh in- 
credible details of the barbarities com- 
mitted by tho Servian troops on tho 
Albanians. A Bed Cross doctor with 
tho Servian army told hlra: 

"Tho Servians gavo no quarter. All 
the Albanians, armed or unnrmed, as 
well as tho women and children, who 
fell Into their hands, were mercilessly 
killed. Gcnernl Stepanovltch, tho Ser- 
vian commander, had the Albanians 
captured at Kratova formed Into two 
rows and shot dead with machine 
guns, tho general saying: 

"'We must extirpate those Austro- 
Hungnrlan favorites.' 

"General Zlvkovltch also had 950 
Albanians and Turkish notableB cut 
down near Slenltza.

New York, Nov. 20.-In a nrc hat 

awept tho Brunswick Homo for Idiots 
Epileptics and Feeble-Mlnded at 
Ainltyvlllo. L. I.. Sunday, one man 
was burned to death and several others 
who aro missing aro believed to have 
perished. Eight hundred inmatoB^ ot 
tho various buildings of tho Institu- 
tions wore led out to safety. Some 
of them, too enfeebled by their anile- 
tlons to walk, wero taken out In thrill- 
ing rescues. 

When tho flames, fanned by n 
southeast wind, threatened tho adja- 
cent Long Island Home and Louden 
hall, several hundred Inmates of that 
Institution wero also led out. 

Tho man burned to death was rrltt 
Mondnry, thirty years old. of New 
York city. Ho was sent to the homo 
flvo yearB ago. He escaped from tho 
building when tho flro was discovered 
but returned to roBcuo Mb pet canary 
and porlshed. Other Inmates wero 
seen to run back toward the naming 
building and all of them havo not 
been accounted for. 

An attendant first discovered the 
flro, tho cause of which Is not known, 
in ono of tho dormitories. The staff 
of tho homo immediately set to work 
carrying, out tho helpless, fifteen of 
whom woro found lying on their cots 
terror-stricken as tho fire crackled 
In the next room. Hurry calls for as- 
sistance wero Bent out and firemen 
from six Long Island towns re- 
sponded. 

The walls of the Brunswick Home 
collapsed soon after the last Inmate 
had been carried out In tho mean- 
time Loudon hall and tho Long Island 
Homo wero emptied of their occu- 
pants. 

Hundreds of residents of Amity- 
vlllc used automobiles, horses and: 
bicycles to round up the InBano In- 
mates, none of whom are believed to 
havo escaped.

As the price of adtalsslon was 
only two cents, tho building was 
crowded to ita utmost capacity, for 
tho most part with women and chil- 
dren. 

The operator of tlVo macblno lost 
his nervo when a film Ignited, and. 
screamed "Flro!" 

He was ablo to extinguish the 
flames himself without difficulty, but 
tho effect of his cry upon the audience 
was instantaneous. 

The disaster caused frenzied crowds 
to gather outside tho building and 
tho authorities had great difficulty in 
carrying on the work of rescuo and 
extricating the dead and Injured from 
tho piles of wrecked seats. 

The manager and other employes 
have been arrested and are hold pend- 
ing an Inquiry.

The explosion occurred shortly after 
tho men had returned to work from 
luncheon and produced a detonation 
that shook buildings and stopped 
clocks within a radius of a mile. Flro 
bells and whistles flashed tho signal 
of tho accldont far and wldo and fire- 
men, cltizons and doctors hurried » 

the scene. 
Mangled Men Rush From Building. 
Men, blind and bleeding, with flesh 
hanging In shreds, stunned and tot- 
tering, rushed from tho wrecked build- 
ing. They wero Infrrlcd Into waiting- 
automobiles and rushed to tho hos- 
pital. Deputy Coroner Conrad wns at 
tho scene within ten minutes after the 
explosion and took chargo of tho res- y 
cuing work. 

The fire, which broko out within a 
few minutes after tho explosion, mader 
tho work of rescuo difficult. Most ot . 
the employes of tho starch house aro 
•Finns and; Austrlans and tho scenes 
wero heartrending as tho doomed 
men, pinned under wreckage with fc!re 
fire gaining fast upon them, pleaded 
in a foreign tonguo for- tho help tflat 
could not be given them. 

Relatives at Scene. 
"Wives and children of empibyea 
gathered by scores and pleaded! with 
firemen and bystanders to help, them 
rescue their fathers and huHhands. p 
"When tho fire was at Its height and all 
Uroee rescued whom It was chought 
ponslblo to rescuo, two men wwo seen* 
on one of the upper floors. Their II pa 
wero moving, but their piteous erica 
for help were drowned In th» crackling 
of tho flames. Only for a moment 
wero they seen. Then the floors gavo 
way and carried them into tho h*art 
of tho seething flames. 

Calls were, sont to North Chicago for 
additional help in lighting tho flue and 
every physician in Lake county waa 
summoned post haste to tho hc*pltal. 
Blast Comes Without Warning. 
Tho explosion came wlthoat warn- 
ing and men woro trapped lll*o rats in 
the wrecked and burning building. 
About forty employes woro In tho 
structure at tho time, according to re- 
ports at tho hospital, thouRh Superla* 
tendent Charles Eborg states. that but 
thirty had any busIncBB Uioro at that 
time. 

Spontaneous combustion, an over- 
present danger In Btarch houses, waa 
given as the cause' of the explosion. 
Tho company had a nlmllar explosion 
about nino years ago in which two 
lives wero lost. At that time they 
sogregatod the starch houso from the 
rest of tho structure. 

The loss by flro Is placed by Super- 
intendent Ebert at $100,000, fully cov- 
ered by Insurance. It was a five-story 
brick structure and has been used for 
a starch plant many years. It waa 
only through the heroic efforts of tho 
firemen, aided by volunteers and em- 
ployes of tho plant, that tho com- 
pany's plant, the second largest In tho 
world, was saved. 

"Brooklyn Mill Ruined. 
New York, Nov. 26.— Tho Union Sul- 
phur mill In Brooklyn, belonging to tho 
Corn Products company, was wrecked 
Monday afternoon by an explosion In 
which 15 men woro crushed and 
burned, but luckily none lost their 
lives. 

Tho explosion is said to have boon 
due to the snapping of a bolt on a sul- 
phur grinder. . 

Eight clerks in tho shipping office 
on the river side of tho building mado 
a, desperate attempt to savo tho rec- 
ords, but a second explosion followed 
tho first and tho wall went down into 
the river. Tho eight men wero thrown 
into the water. *

W ASH1NGTON.— Government scion- 
i» tiata In Washington displayed 
•Treat interoot In a dispatch from Win- 
nipeg a few days' ago, announcing 
that Harry V. Itadford, the Amorlcan 
explorer, had discovered moro than 
3C0 wild buffalo in the Slave lako dis- 
trict of the Hudson Bay country. 

Tho wild buffalo of the Amorlcan 
PlalnB are gono and nothing remains 
of them save a fow museum and 
zoological park specimens. 

Outside of tho national zoological 
park In Washington, tho Dronx Zoo, 
in Now York; Yellowstone National 
park, and a fow other collections of 
domesticated bison there aro no 
iknown living specimens of tho buffnlo 
Sn this country, and tho last wild herd 
an the United States Is believed to 
Jiavo been exterminated. For many 
years reports havo como out of tho 
tHudson Bay country concerning tho 
■existence of a now and distinct spe- 
•cIob of buffalo, but only within tho 
3oat ton years havo scientists agreed 
that this species Is a different variety 
sfrom tho American bison. 

"Wo ore very much interested in 



Mr. Radford's discovery," said Dr. 
Richard Jtathbun, assistant secretary 
of tho Smithsonian institution, In 
cbargo of tho United States national 
museum. "Wo know this explorer 
very well. Tho object of hid expedi- 
tion was to visit tho home of tho 
wood bison In tho almost unknown 
region of northwestern Canada, west 
of tho Slavo river, and north of tho 
lower Poaco rlvor. This expedition 
started in 1009 and has included track 
Burvoys over many hundreds of mllos, 
nnd furnished Mr. Radford the oppor- 
tunity of closely .studying the wood 
bison In. Its haunts/and of making tho 
first recorded observations on this 
raro animal In life. 

'•Eighteen specimens wore seen by 
him dlurlng tho first part of his ex- 
ploration tour,' and under a permit 
from tho Canadian government ono 
was killed by him.

►work on tho farm. Tho lure of "so- 
ciety," which has reached out to tho 
ifarm, ho says, Is much to blame for 
itho conditions, which ho described nB 
♦"acute." 

"Country girls, as well as city girls," 
S8ay8 Mr. Holmes, in reporting to Sec- 
rretary Wilson, "seem to regard house- 
hold labor for hire as .undesirable. 
iJoinod with this fact Is tho other one 
*hat the women of tho farmer's fam- 
ily aro neither able nor willing to re- 
peat tho manual labor performances 
«f their grandmothers on tho farm." 

The raising of tho standard of llv- 
flng on tho farm, tho report continues, 
Bs responsible In a measure for the 
rwomen of tho farm now engaging In 
^•social functions" which the govern- 
ment expert holds to bo "Incompatl- 
,T)lo with tho performance of household 
Habor." The passing of the old-time 
-domestic Industries is deplored, and 




Mr. Holmes adds that "It is raro that 
one of the younger women know how 
to knit." 

"Throughout largo areas," ho sayB, 
"tho pride of tho housowlfo in great 
Btores of preserves, dried and pickled 
fruits, berries and vegetables exists 
chiefly In hlBtory, and dependence is 
placed mostly upon the local store for 
tho products of tho cannery and the 
evaporator.* 

AVlthln tho period mentioned Mr. 
Holmes reports that wages paid to 
mon laborers on tho farm havo arisen 
aa high aa 79 per cent and that har- 
vest hands are now paid upward of 
?20 a month with board. For the 
farm laborer who lives on tho farm 
the year around, Mr. Holmes declares 
tho money paid does not represent the 
real value of hla remuneration, for 
thp "cost of living" virtually la solved 
for hlnf.

Peaty swamp soils may well be sep- 
arated arbitrarily into flvo fairly 'dis- 
tinct classes: 

1. Soils In which tho very peaty 
material extends to a depth of threo 
or four feet at least and often to much 
greater depths. 

2. Soils with ono to three feet of 
peaty material resting on deep sand. 

3. Soils with one to three feet of 
peaty 'material resting on rock, usually 
wltn somo Inches of sandy material 
botween the two. 

4. Soils with six inches to .three 
feet of peaty material resting on a 
clayey subsoil. 

5. Soils with only a few Inches of 
peaty material resting on sand. 

If tho soli has ono to three feet of 
very peaty matorlal and this is under- 
lain with a deep subsoil or with sand 
resting on rock, or if tho peaty soil It- 
self Is very deep (3 or four feet or 
moro), then the land is almoBt certain- 
ly deficient In potassium, and the 
chief part of tho potassium required 
to produce crops must always be sup- 
plied, either In the form of commer- 
cial potassium salts or In farm ma- 
nure, because of the simple fact that 
It cannot bo furnished by either tho 
soil or subsoil in sufficient quantities 
for continuous largo crops. 

Ab tho one to threo feet of peaty 
material Is exceedingly rich In organic 
matter, and is much richer in nitro- 
gen, and usually Somewhat bettor sup- 
plied with phosphorus, than the most 
fertile normal soils in. tho corn belt, 
that land Is not in need of either of 
thoso elements, and probably It will 
bo unnecessary to grow clover or to 
apply phosphorus on such soils for 
many years. Indeed, it seems alto- 
gether likely that the most profitable 
system of farming for Buch soils. is 
almost continuous corn, unless some 
rotation should become necessary be- 
cause of corn insects. As farm ma- 
nure contains about as much nitrogen 
as potassium, and also some phosphor- 
us, It Is better farm practice to use 
farm manure on sandy land, for ex- 
ample, which la very greatly In need 
of nitrogen and organic matter, than 
to uae it on thla peaty soil which needs 
only potassium. Ordinarily farm ma- 
nuro contains about eight pounds of 
potassium in a ton, and some of this 
is not very readily available except- 
ing in such kinds as horse manure 
which decompose quickly.© 

If one has abundance of farm ma- 
nure, and does not need to use it all on 
lighter soils, of course it Bhould be ap- 
plied to tho peaty soils rather than not 
.be UBed at all; but under tho ordinary 
farm conditions where the supply of 
farm manure is very limited, it is 
good practice - to purchaBe commer- 
cial potaaalum for auch peaty landa aa 
need it 

Aa Btated above, there aro aome 
peaty soils which are underlain with 
clay aubsollB lying from six inches to 
threo feet below tho "surface. Such 
subsoils almost Invariably contain an 
abundance of potassium. Somo of 
these are the soils which will ultimate- 
ly "farm out," to use a phrase local 
to the Kankakee swamp region, 
which meana that with continued far- 
ming tho soil gradually Improves un- 
til it finally becomes a normally fer- 
tile soli, even without any special 



farming out" process may bo hast- 
ened very materially, and with decided 
profit on somo soils, by applying 
potassium In somo form, especially 
whero the peaty top soli la too deep to 
admit of reaching the clayey subsoil 
with tho plow. 

In Its original condition this type 
of peaty land (that Is, a peaty top 
soil underlain with a clay subsoil) con- 
tains an abundance of all of the ele- 
ments of plant food; but tho difficulty 
Is that tho nitrogen is nearly all in 
tho top aoll, while tho potaBslum la 
very largely In the subsoil (both soil 
and subsoil commonly contain enough 
phosphorus) and the chief problem 
with these particular soils Is to bring 
these elements together In the top soil 
sufficient for the noeda of tho grow- 
ing crop, capeclally during lta earlier 
growth before lta roota reach the low- 
er atratum. 

Very aatlafactory resulta have been 
obtained upon this particular kind of 
soil, in Ford county, 111., simply by 
means of very deep plowing, as on 
Mr. S. K. Marston's farm In what la 
called the "Vermilion Swamp" In 
northern Ford county. A careful ex- 
amination was made by the experi- 
ment Btatlon of land In thla swamp 
aomo yeare ago. The aoll produced 
very poor cropa of corn, but the clayey 
aubBoli waB found to bo within the 
reach of the plow, and it was then 
agreed with Marston that a trial of 
deep plowing Bhould be made, and 
the results havo been very successful. 
There Is still another kind of peaty 
swan.p land which must be mention- 
ed. Thla Ib land whose soil consists 
of only a few inches of peaty material, 
which la underlain by sand to a depth 
of several feet. We' have found quite 
extensive areas of this typo of soli es- 
pecially in tho southeastern part of 
Kankakee county. The sandy sub- 
soil will usually furnish somewhat 
more available potassium than the 
peaty material, and the sand, being 
near tho surface, becomes mixed with 
the peaty material by plowing and cul- 
tivation, so that this soli may produce 
fair crops for a few years. But after 
the rather email amount of organic 
matter becomes reduced by cultiva- 
tion, this type of soil Is but very little 
different from ordinary sand soil, 
which is usually very poor in nitrogen 
and rather low in all the elements of 
plant food. If the Band containa aome 
clay which 1b frequently tho case, it 
will bo better supplied with potassium 
than with tho other elements. As a 
rule It Is deficient. in available potas- 
sium, and after a few years of crop- 
Ping, It also becomes deficient in ni- 
trogen.

Improvement will depend upon the con- 
dition and method of management of 
tho aoll. The dealred reault la usual- 
ly accomplished by getting somo of 
the clayey subsoil with the more peaty 
top soil. SomeUmes this can bo dono 
by deeper plowing; sometimes by 
tramping of live stock whore tho sub- 
soil Ib near the surface. 

Somo soils of this class are tempo- 
rarily, benefited vory markedly by even 
light applications of potassium, either 
in farm manure (preferably horso ma- 
nuro) or In commercial form. ThlB 
will furnish aufflcient potassium to 
glvo tho corn a start, and the corn 
roota will thu8 bo enabled to grow 
sufficiently to reach tho clayey sub- 
soil which will then furnish an abund- 
once of potaaalum for a largo crop. 
Thla may laat for a year or two only, 
whqn it will be found necessary to 
supply .moro potassium to tho top soil; 
or, tho ono or two years' cropping nnd 
cultivation may reault in compacting 
of. tho aurface soil, tho mixing of the 
clayey- aubsoli.with the poaty top soil, 
or tho? bringing -up of aufflcient potas- 
sium, from tho subsollVinto tho top 
soil by tho roots of corn and woeda 
and tho corn stalka (which/ it should 
be remembered, are quite rich in 
potassium, and which! are usuall^elth- 
er burned or plowed, under) so that 
no further application of potaBBlum 
may bo necessary. Thus the so-called 



Graduate School Circular. 
It takeB nearly ono hundred pagea 
to describe briefly the many, graduate 
courseB offered at the University- of 
Illinois. , Bulletin No. 5 of tho univer- 
sity. Just iBsued, contains this informa- 
tion, and. among other thlnge tells of 
graduate cour8es In four departmenta 
in. tho college of agriculture. These 
cover a wldo range of agricultural 
subjects— some of them are as fol- 
lows: Soil investigation, plant breed- 
ing, soil management, soil biology, 
live stock experimentation, animal nu- 
trition, milk production,- dairy bac- 
teriology, pomology and experimental 
horticulture. Before these graduate 
courses can bo taken four years of un- 
dergraduate work In those subjects 
must bo completed as well as tho 
necessary courses In sciences such as 
chemistry and biology. 



Prevents Potatoes Sprouting. 
A German publication gives a new 
method for keeping potatoeB from 
sprouting by placing them on a layer 
of coke. Dr. Schiller of Brunswick, 
wno has published the method, Is of 
the opinion that tho improved ven- 
tilation by moans of coko is not alone 
responsible for tho result, but believes 
that it is due to tho oxidation of tho 
coko, which, however, is very slow. 
Coke always contains sulphur, and it 
is possible- that tho mlnuto quantities 
of oxides of carbon and sulphur, 
which, results from the oxidation, 
mixing with the air and penetrating 
among the potatoes, are sufficient to 
retard sprouting. Potatoes so. treat- 
od are said to keep In good condi- 
tion .until the following July. . ..

There Is a tendency on the part of 
railroads to adopt Blgna with white 
letters on a black background, not 
realizing that the black letter on a 
white background Is easier to read 
and can be seen at a greater dis- 
tance. This follows In an interesting 
way from the structure of the retina 
of the eye. 

The impression of a letter at tho 
limit of vision is received on tho 
ends of a Bmall bundle of nerves 
which convoy to the brain a sort of 
mosaic Impression. A nerve can 
only transmit to tho brain informa- 
tion as to wether or not a ray of light 
1b falling upon It, and when a nerve 
Is partly In the light and partly in 
darkness the sensation Is the same 
as though all of It was in the light. 

It follows, therefore, according to 
the Scientific American, that all 
nerves on the dividing edge between 
any black and white area transmit 
the sensation of light so that all 
white lines and white areas appear 
wider and all black lines and blnck 
areas appear narrower than they real- 
ly are. 

Black lettors grow thinner at tho 
limit of vision and are still recogniz- 
able, while at the same distance 
white letters grow thicker and cannot 
be distinguished. There are circum- 
stances when it is necessary to use 
white letters, but In such cases legi- 
bility will bo Improved If they are 
made with a thin st/oke and strong- 
ly lighted. Black letters are moro 
distinct if made with a heavy stroke.

Never mind how hard It may seem, 
nothing can be tolerated In the mind 
except the consideration of ways of 
accomplishing It. 

The- secret of accomplishment lies 
In the answer of the urchin who was 
asked if he thought ho would got tho 
W oodchuck for which he was ener- 
getically digging: "Get him? Why, 
man. I've got to get him; the minis- 
ter's coming to dinner and there aln t 
no meat In the house!" 

It Is a wise economy in dally nro 
to train tho mind to take the attitude 
of determination in the beginning, to 
be deaf to the self which Insists upon 
dwelling upon difficulties, and at once 
to bring Into action the self that is 
determined to succeed. 

Most persons have had tho experi- 
ence of looking back over an accom- 
plished task with amused surprise at 
the exaggerated idea they enUrtolne.d 
of it beforehand. Do tho thing first 
and consider its difficulty afterward.

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Casting the Floating Fly. 
Tt should go without saying that 
properly and effectively to cast and 
flsh the floating fly it Is essential that 
the tackle be correctly assembled.
